Macon, Ga., September 26.—Unequivo- 
cal indorsement of the national admin- 
istration, the unanimous ratification of 
the people’s choice for statehouse of- 
ficials, from governor down, and the 
nomination of Walter F. George, W. 
Frank Jenkins and Roscoe Luke for 
the three appellate court judgeships 
created by the last general assembly 
were the outstanding features of the 
democratic state convention held here 
today. . 

It was an enthusiastic convefftion 
from start to finish, and the applause 
at times, especially following the 
speech of acceptance of Hugh M. Dor- 
sey, amounted to a demonstration. The 
convention hall, crowded to the limit 
of its capacity, immediately the speech 
was concluded, became a_ veritable 
pandemonium. Not until the great 


crowd had shouted itself hoarse and‘ 


vented its enthusiastic indorsement in 
a demonstration lasting several min- 
utes was it possible for the “business 
before the. tite proceed. 


CONTESTS FOR JUDGES 
SOON SETTLED. 


In no instance, save in the nomina- 
tion of appellate court judges, was 
there any appearance of a contest; and 
that was short-lived. After the initial 
ballot in which the name of each of 
the fourteen original candidates fig- 
ured, Candidates Grogan and Jones 
withdrew from the race. Upon the 
second ballot Judge George was nom- 
inated, and Graham, Kimsey, Yeomans 
and Cozart dropped out of the contest 
voluntarily. The third ballot resulted 
in filling the remaining two places on 
the ticket. 

The indorsement 6f the Wilson ad- 
ministration came first during the 
keynote speech of J. R. Smith, of At- 
lanta, elected temporary chairman of 
the convention, in which address the 
laudation of the democratic. president 
and administration formed the most 
conspicuous portion. Then the senti- 
ments sounded by Smith were reiter- 
ated in the report of the committee on 
resolutions. 

This feature of the committee's re- 
port was incorporated in the face of a 
demand by Thomas E. Watson that the 
administration be denounced, the de- 
mand having been made through a 
printed circular issued by Watson and 
distributed among the delegates and 
alternates who attended the conven- 
tion. Also incorporated in the report 
is a resolution protesting against a 
trial of Mr.. Watson in a court outside 
of Georgia, on a federal indictment 
charging the sending of obscene lit- 
erature through the mails. 

The convention was called to order 
by Judge E. J. Reagin, of McDonough, 
retiring state chairman, and immediate- 
ly thereafter Mr. Smith, elected tem-

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200,000 WORKERS 
WILL LEAVE JOBS 
IN NEW YORK TODAY 


Additional 100,000 to Quit 
Thursday and Another 
100,000 Friday in Aid of 
the Street Car Strikers. 


GOV. WHITMAN IS URGED 
TO CALL LEGISLATURE 


In Order That Arbitration 
Act May Be Passed—La- 
bor Leaders Scatter Pam- 
phlets Attacking Morgan- 
Rockefeller Interests. 


New York, September 26.—With the 
announcement by labor leaders that ap- 
proximately 250,000 union workers in 
various trades would quit their places 
tomorrow in aid of the striking car 
men here, it was believed tonight that 
the effort to tie up virtually all in- 
dustries in Greater New York had 
reached an acute stage. The union of- 
ficials declared that an additional 100,- 
000 workers would strike Thursday and 
another 100,000 Friday, making a total 
of 450,000 out by the end of the week. 

It was asserted that 6,000 brewery 
workers, 115,000 employees in the build- 
ing trades and 250,000 members of the 
United Hebrew Trades were in favor 
of a sympathetic strike. 

Twelvé thousand teamsteré also were 
reported ready to quit work Thursday 
or Friday. A meeting of the executive 
eouncil of the building trades was 
called for Thursday to take firfal action 
after the business agents in Manhattan 
and the Bronx had voted for the strike. 

Mayor Summons Labor Leaders. 

Mayor Mitchel, whose efforts to set- 
tle the differences between the striking 
carmen and the transit companies have 
failed repeatedly, summoned the labor 
learers before him as soon a's He heard 
of their plans. He said he desired to 
be informed directly as to what might 
be expected tomorrow. The union of- 
ficials, he announced, told him they 
expected 200,000 workers to strike “as 
a starter.” 

After a meeting of the joint labor 
conference committee strikers were 
supplied with pamphlets for distribu- 
tion throughout the city in which at- 
tacks were made on the so-called Move 
gan and Rockefeller interests. 

“Rockefeller, Morgan and their as- 
sociates control the transit of the city 
of New York,” the pamphlets” read, 
“and they also control the railroads, 
mines, industries and public utilities 
throughout the country, as well’ as 
most of the banks and nearly all the 
money.” x 
Extra Session Urged. 

Members of the _ state legislature 
from this city who called on Governvur 
Whitman late today and urged him to 
convene the senate and assembly in 
an extraordinary session to deal with 
the strike situation, submitted a draft 
of a proposed arbitration act. 

The governor, although opposed to 
calling the legislature together at this 
time, studied the proposed law care- 
fully and said he believed there was 
“room” for it on the statute books. 

The act outlined would provide a 
fine of $5,000 and revocation of the 
license of a corporation that breaks 
an agreement to arbitrate and a fine 
against the union breaking such agree- 
ment, where the public interest is a‘- 
fected or likely to be affected. Gov- 


ernor Whitman, it was said, promised to 
confer with the public service commis- 


sion concerning the proposed measure.

OTHER CYCLE RIDERS

Wives of General Manager 
of Western Union and a 
Promient Real Estate Man 
in Accident, Which Was 
Pronounced Unavoidable. 


One man is dead and four persons, in- 
‘cluding two of Atlanta’s best Known 
women, miraculously escaped a. similar 
fate in a terrific auto crash with’ a 
motorcyele late yesterday afternoon on 
Peachtree road at the intersection of 
Habersham drive, near Peachtree creek, 

The dead: 

HENRY TUCKER, 
chest crushed in. 

The injured: Mee 

Mrs: Herbert C. Worthen, of 297 
Ponce de Leon avenue, wife of the gen- 
eral manager of the southern division 
of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany, right arm cut. 

J. R. McAdams, of Ormwood Park, 
slight bruises and lacerations. 

M. B. Knight, of Ormwood Park, bad- 
ly bruised about head and body. 

Escaped injury: 

Mrs. Sam A. Ozburn, of 297 Ponce de 
Leon avenue, wife of one of Atlanta’s 
best known real estate men. 

Mrs. Worthen was driving her car 
out Peachtree road. Mrs. Ozburn, who 
lives at the same place ag Mre. Wor- 
then, was riding with her. She turned 
her machine westward to enter Haber- 
sham drive when the motorcycle, driven 
by Tucker and carrying Knight and 
McAdams, side-swiped intg her auto 
rwith a terrific crash. 

The motorcycle was coming into the 
city and running fast down the steep 
incline approaching Peachtree creek, 
according to Mrs. Ozburn’s description. 

Tucker Killed Instantly. 

When the collision came Tucker was 
thrown hard against the side of the 
auto. As the motorcycle rebounded 
from the auto his lifeless form fell to 
the running board of the car, where it 
rested. 

The women screamed, but stopped 
their car at once. This act probably 
saved the lives of McAdams and 
Knight, who had been thrown under- 
neath the wheels of the machine. Ths 
women looked over the side of their 
car and saw Tucker gasp his last 
breath. Gis lungs had been crushed in. 

So courageous were the women in 
offering aid to the two injured men 
that they were not aware that Mrs. 
Worthen’s right arm was badly cut by 
broken glass until McAdams pointed 
out her injury. 

O. C. Bartlett, of the Willys-Overland 
company, came up shortly and piled 
the dead man and the two living men 
into his machine and rushed them to 
Grady hospital. Here McAdams and 
Knight’s injuries were pronounced not 
serious. The ‘body of Tucker was turn- 
ed over to Boden & Hunter, under- 
takers. 

Accident Unavoidable. 

The county police were notified by 
the women, who, upon investigating the 
accident, pronounced it unavoidable. No 
cases were made against any of the 
drivers. 

Mrs. Worthen drove back to the Oz- 
burn home on Ponce de Leon avenue, 
where her lacerated arm was given at- 
tention. 

Last night both women were so un- 
nerved, that they were unable to dis- 
cuss the accident. 


Carrying M. & M. Card, 
Tomlinson Faces Mirror 
And Takes His Own Life 


of Cross Keys, 


Chicago, September 26.—A man be- 
lieved to be Allen U. Tomlinson, presi- 
dent of the Tomlinson Chair company, 
of Pine Ridge, N. C., was found shot 
to death in his room in a downtown 
hotel today. A revolver was found near 
the body. He was registered as P. U. 
Allen, of Indianapolis, but personal 
cards caused the belief that he was 
the South Carolina manufacturer. 

The body was found by a chamber- 
maid, who went to the room to put it 
in order. On the bed lay several neat- 
ly folded newspapers and a magazine. 
The coat and vest had been laid care- 
fully over a chair back. In the trou- 
sers’ pockets were found a few cop- 
pers. 

Tomlinson had registered at the Bre- 
voort hotel on September 23 as T. U. 
Allen, of Minneapolis. He was Wwell- 
dressed; unobtrusive and made no 
friends. A solitary business card, a 
membership card in the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ club of Atlanta, Ga., and 
two health insurance policies, made 
payable to his mother, were the means 
of his identification. No letters were 
found among his few personal effects. 

The position of the body on the floor 
indicated that Tomlinson had stood be- 
fore the mirror when firing the fatal 
shot.

EMORY UNIVERSITY 
“WILL OPEN TODAY 


Impressive Exercises Ar- 
ranged for Opening of At- 
lanta’s $5,000,000 Institu- 
tion—Departments of Law 
and Theology Open Today 


The departments of law and theology 
of Emory university will open today in 
the two new buildings constructed for 
their use on the campus in Druid Hills. 
This is the first year of the School of 
Law, and appropriate opening exer- 
cises will be held at 11 o’clock in a 
large tent on the campus, between the 
Law and Theological buildings, since 
the central building, in which will be 
located the auditorium of the univer- 
sity, has not yet been erected, and there 
is no room large enough in the present 
building to accommodate the large 
crowd which is expected. 

The speaker of the occasion is the 
Hon. Cone Johnson, of Texas, solicitor 
of the department of state at Wash- 
ington. 

Professor H. W. Arant, secretary of 
the faculty of the School of Law, es- 
timates that at least fifty students 
will be enrolled in the school, nearly 
all of whom will ‘be members of ths 
freshman class. In the School of The- 
ology an attendance of about 100 stu- 
dents is expected. 

The two dormitories have been made 
ready for the use of the students of 
all the departments of the university. 
The rooms are airy, commodious and 
well fitted. In Winship hall will be 
located the dining hall of the univer- 
sity. The first meal was served in 
this hall on Tuesday night. 

The street car line has been com- 
pleted to within a few blocks of the 
university grounds, and automobiles 
will be at the end of the car line to 
convey visitors to the grounds to at- 
tend the exercises. The cars will pe| 
so marked as to show that their des- 
tination is Emory university, and they 
may be taken at Five Points or the 


The special guests of the university 
will be carried in automobiles, which 
will assemble at the Wesley Memorial] 
building not.later than 10 o'clock, From 
there they will go to the capitol for 
the governor, the judges of the su- 
preme court, the judges of the court 
of appeals and statehouse officers.

BiG COTTON WAREHOUSE 
I) DAMAGED BY FIRE 


Four Companies Called Out to 
Fight Blaze on Erwin 
Street Last Night. 


Fire which broke out in the cotton 
warehouse of Kenan, McKay & Speir, 
Inc., at Erwin street and the Southern 
railroad last night about 11:30 o’clock 
did damage amounting to about $15,000 
before it could be checked by the fire 


department. 

The ibuilding is a large wooden and 
corrugated iron:structure extending a 
distance of: about haifa city block 
along the railroad. - Five hundred bales 
of cotton were:stored in it. 

The fire would probably have result- 
ed in a total loss had it not been for 
the quick service done by the auto- 
matic sprinklers on the roof of the At- 
lanta Compress company, which is lo- 
cated across the street from the ware- 
house. 

The fire extended to a small lumber 
concern adjacent to the house in which 
the cotton was stored, and: it was 
slightly damaged. 

The blaze was an exceedingly diffi- 
cult one to fight, owin~ to the large 
quantity of cotton stored, and more 
than half of the tire companies in the 
city were called out. About 12:30 
o'clock it was announced that the fire 
was under control, but it was by no 
means out and streams of water were 
kept playing on it until near day.

BOMBS RAINED 
ON BUCHAREST 
65 PERSONS DEAD 


Large Number Also Are 
Wounded— Two-Thirds of 
Victims of Aeroplanes of 
the Teutonic Allies Were 
Women and Children. 


36 KILLED AND 27 HURT 
IN AIR RAID ON ENGLAND 


These Casualties Resulted 
From the Attack of Ger- 
man _ Airships Monday 
Night— Many Small 
Houses Wrecked. 


Bucharest, September 26.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Sixty persons were killed and a 
large number wounded in Bucharest 
Monday afternoon by bombs dropped 
from a ‘squadron of aeroplanes of the 
Teutonic allies, and five others were 
killed Monday night by bombs dropped 
on the city from a Zeppelin, according 
to an official communication issued to- 
day. Two-thirds of the victims are 
declared to have been women and chil- 
dren. 

The statement says: 

“A squadron of enemy aviators drop- 
ped bombs on Bucharest yesterday aft- 
ernoon. No military building was hit, 
but sixty persons were killed and a 
large number wounded by bombs fall- 
ing on a sanitarium and an orphan- 
age. Two-thirds of the victims were 
women and children. 

‘On the night of the 25th a Zeppelin 
dropped bombs. on * pecan: killing 
five children. Our afcraft have bomb- 
ed camps in Transylvania.” 


36 PERSONS KILLED 
IN ZEPPELIN RAID 
ON ENGLISH COASTS 


London, September 26.—Thirty-six 
persons were killed in last night’s Zep- 
pelin raid, it was announced officially 
today. 

The announcement follows: 

“Seven airships raided England last 
night and in the early hours of this 
morning. The districts attacked were the 
south coast, the east coast, the north. 
east coast and the north midlands. The 
principal attacks were aimed against 
the industrial centers im the last men- 
tioned area, 

“Up to the present time no damage 
to factories or works of military im- 
portance has been reported. It is re- 
gretted, however, that a number of 
small houses and cottages were wreck- 
ed or damaged at some places, and 
thirty-six deaths have been reported. 

“Owing to deaths from injuries, hav- 
ing occurred and the casualties not 
having been reported by the police im- 
mediately, some amendment must be 
made to the list of casualties caused 
during Sunday night’s raid. The cor- 
rected figures follow: 

“Killed, 23 men, 12 women and three 
children; total, 38. Injured, 56 men, 44 
women and 26 children; total, 125. 

“Last night’s raid total casualties, 
so far reported, are: 

“Killed, 36; injured, 

“Very slight damage was done of 
military importance. 

“No attempt was made to approach 
London. The raiders were engaged by 
our anti-craft defenses and were suc- 
cessfully driven off from several large 
industrial centers,” 

One of the Zeppelin airships partici- 
pating in the raid last night took a 
new course and visited the south coast. 
‘No damage resulting from its visit so 
far has been reported. As the air- 
ship crossed the southern district it 
was soon picked up and heavily fired 
at, whereupon it quickly ascended. 

The Zeppelin raid of last night, the 
second within the last week, was made 
by several airships between 10:36 
o'clock and midnight. . They crossed 
over the east and northeast coasts and 
dropped bombs in the northern coun- 
ties.

GREATEST VICTORY 
SINCE OFFENSIVE 
BEGAN IN THE WEST 


London, September 27.—The capture 
of Thiepval by the British and of Com- 
bles by the combined Anglo-French 
forces, announced in the latest offi- 
cial commrunications, is regarded here 
as the most important success on the 
western front since the opening of the 
grand offensive. : 

The fail of the stronghold of Combles 
Was expected. For weeks it had been 
in process of encirclement by the Brit- 
ish on the north and west and by the 
Frepeh on the south and east. But the 
cagure of Thiepval, which was an- 
nounced too late for comment in the 
posers. has proved a.genuine surprise, 

ecause it has been a stumbling block 
in the advance of the British left wing 
almost since the beginning of the of- 
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fensive July 1, when a check at Gomme- 
court was suffered. 

Thiepval’s fall gives to the Anglo- 
French forces the whole line of low 
hills which slope to the plain upon 
which the town of Bapaume makes the 
next fortified center. 

The semi-official accounts of the cap- 
ture of Combles speak of the large 
number of the garrison and the great 
quantity of warlike stores taken. Keu- 
ter’s official correspondent says: “This 
great success was won at very small 
cost, thanks, in part, to the excellence 
of the artillery and in part to a real 
collapse of the German defense. 

Reference is also made to the appar- 
ent weakened morale of the German 
troops w are declared in some in- 
stances have fled from ___ their 
trenches, throwing away their rifles.” 

The Times attaches significance to 
the “break-down of the German de- 
fense,” confessed in their account of the 
Combles battle, and says it means the 
German general nei is apologizing for 

he crushing defeat. 
: The Daily Mail declares that the An- 
glo-French forces have “accomplished 
one of the supreme feats of the war in 
capturing Combles, which the Germans 
two years ago selected as one of their 
pivots and fortified it with every art 
known to man.”

COMBLES IS TAKEN 
AND ALSO THIEPVAL 
BY ALLIED FORCES 


Paris, September 26.—The town of 
Combles is entirely in the hands of 
the Anglo-French fofces. This is an- 
nounced in the official statement from 
the war office tonight, which adds that 
the battle north of the Somme 1s going 
in favor of the entemte allies. The 
French also have advanced further 
north of Fregicourt. Along the Bethune 
road the French have gained additional 
ground.

“The battle continued successfully to- 
day. North of the Somme the entente

“s “This morning the French troops re- 
sumed the offensive and captured the 
entire section of Combles, situated to 
the east and south of the railway. Our 
patrols entered in conjunction with the 
troops of the right wing of the Brit- 
ish army, who were cleaning up the 
northwestern part of Combles. Shortly 
afterward the whole village fell into 
our power. 

“The booty captured in Combles was 
large. The Germans had accumulated 
in the subterranean regions of this 
place an enormous quantity of muni- 
tions and supplies of every kind. 

“We collected 100 wounded Germans 
who had been abandoned by the enemy. 
Combles is filled with German corpses. 

“This afternoon our troops, develop- 
ing their advantages, captured a small 
wood situated north of Fregicourt, half 
way to Morval, and also the greater 
ert of the strongly fortified ground 
yetween this wood and the western 
horn of St. Vaast wood, to the east of 
Bethune road. 

“The number of unwoundeéd prisoners 


‘captured by the French since yesterday 


now reaches 1,200. We have counted 
up to the present thirty machine guns. 
‘On. the rest of the front there was 
an intermittent cannonade. 
“It appears from fresh information

that a Zeppelin which flew over the 
Calais district on the night of Septem- 
ber 22-23 dropped twenty bombs, all! 
of which fell on waste ground a great 
distance from the town. It is proba- 
ble that the Zeppelin, caught by the 
fire of our guns, got rid of its projec- 
tiles in order to ascend and escape.” 


The French statement issued in the 
afternoon follows: 

“North of the Somme, French troops 
first arrived at the outskirts of Fregi- 
court and then during the night they 
occupied all of the village. 

“French advance detachments went 
as far as the cemetery of Combles, 
while other reconnoitering parties 
reached the southern boundaries of this 
village. One of these latter detach- 
ments took possession of a trench 
southwest of Combles and took pris- 
oner an entire Germany company. At 
other points along this front French 
troops have organized the positions 
previously taken from the Germans. 

“The enemy has been particularly 
active on our right wing. Here Ger- 
man counter attacks, delivered yester- 
day evening upon our new trenches 
between the Bethune road and the 
Somme, were repulsed by our fire, The 
number of able-bodied prisoners mads 
yesterday and counted up to the pres- 
ent time reaches 8:00. 

“On the right bank of the River 
Meuse German troops yesterday at 9 
o’clock in the evening delivered a vio- 
lent attack upon the Thiaumont work 
Our curtain of fire and 
the fire of our machine guns put a 
definite check upon the enemy, which 
suffered serious losses.” 


THIEPVAL TAKEN 
BY THE BRITISH. 


London, September 26.—In addition 
to the capture of Combles, the official 
communication, issued late tonight, re- 
ports the occupation by the British of 
the important town of Thiepval, on 
the northwestern end of the Somme 
front, the high ridge to the east of 
it and a strongly fortified redoubt. 

The text reads: 

“On our right French and Brittsh 
troops jointly occupied Combles as a 
result of the capture of Fregicourt 
and Morval. We have beaten off hevay 
counter attacks in the region of Morval 
and Les Boeufs, with severe loss to the 
enemy. 

“In our center we stormed the for- 
tified village of Guevdecourt and have 
driven the Germans back in dsorder. 

“On our left we captured Thiepval 
and the high ridge east of it, including 
the Zollern redoubt. This ridge was 
very strongly fortified with an elabo- 
rate system of heavily wired trenches 
and was defended with desperation. 

“The successes gained during the last 
two days may be regarded as of very 
considerable importance.” 


The British statement issued during 
the day follows: 

“Yesterday's operations were entirely 
Successful. The preparation and execu- 
tion of the attack by the artillery and 
infantry and the co-operation between 
them were in all respects admirable. 
More than 1,500 prisoners already have 
passed through the collecting stations 
and more are arriving. Much war ma- 
terial has been captured, but the 
amount cannot yet be estimated. 

“Further progress has been made 
during the night and this morning. A 
strong redoubt which had held out be-

Berlin, September 26.—(By Sayville )

man official statement, but the attacks 
failed under the heaviest losses for the 
Russians.

SPAIN WARNS GERMANY 
ABOUT U-BOAT CAMPAIGN 


Madrid, September 26.—(Via Paris.) 
The Spanish government has sent a 
note to Berlin protesting energetically 
against the torpedoing of Spanish 
steamers by German submarines, 


Recent dispatches from Spain said 
that indignation was growing through- 
out the country over the loss of Spanish 
ships through the operation of German 
submarines. The Spanish Ship Owners’ 
association recently presented a de- 
mand to the government that some 
steps should be taken to protect Span- 
ish shiping and declaring that the as- 
sociation could not guarantee the sup- 
ply of goods necessary to Spanish wel- 
fare if the destruction of vessels con- 
tinued.

Overton has not denied his identity, 
and says he is ready to return to 
Huntsville.

Overton says the 
only reason he has remained away 
from Huntsville so long is that he 
feared feeling was so tense he could 
not secure a fair trial. He declares he 
is innocent of the murder of Judge 


Lawler. 
Overton appeared at Seven Springs, a 


resort near Smithville, Monday morn- 
ing and applied for board for his wife 


and two children. While at Seven 
Springs a Huntsville man by the name 
of Capshaw recognized him. The new- 
comer. promptly disappeared and hired 
a horse and buggy at a nearby farm- 
house, instructing the driver not to 
drive through Smithville, 

Word that the missing official had 
been seen was telephoned to Sheriff 
Puckett. He started in an automobile, 
accompanied by ‘several of his depu- 
ties. The suspected man was over- 
taken at Caney Fork river, near Silver 
Point, where he was being ferried 
across the stream. The sheriff com- 
manded the ferryman to return, but 
the passenger ordered him to keep go- 
ing or be killed. The ferryman dropped 
his oars and deputies plunged into the 
river and placed the man under ar- 
rest. 

While the automobile was being 
turned on a steep hill en route to 
Smithville the prisoner jumped out and 
made a break for liberty, but he was 
recaptured by the officers and taken 
on to Smithville. 


Overton Makes Statement. 


Late tonight Overton issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“While Judge Lawler and I were bit- 
terly opposed to each other in politics, 
I never had any desire to do him any 
harm. On hearing of Judge Lawler’s 
death, I,remained secluded in Hunts- 
ville for several days, and then left 
on advice of friends. 

“On the day pent thy | the disappear- 
ance of Judge Lawler I left Huntsville 
and remained in another city for a 
day, returning the next night. I left 
a the next day. Then I went to 
Chattanooga on business, returned to 
Huntsville the following day and have 
not been back there since. 

“I did not want to remain away 
from Huntsville for the rest of my 
life, as I have not committed any. crime, 
but as feeling was so high among my 
enemies in Huntsville, following the 
death of Judge Lawler, I thought it 
best to go away and wait until things 
quieted down,” Overton said, when 
asked why he left Huntsville. “I have 
been in the south since I left home, 
and have been in many southern cities. 
I was in Nashville two or three times, 
was in Chattanooga and have visited 
back home since I left. 

“The reason I remained away from 
Huntsville such a long period was be- 
cause I did not want to be arrested 
and accused of the crime until I could 
be given a hearing at once. 
the idea of being placed in jail, as I 
knew I would be, and remaining there 
from June until November when the 
criminal court of my city convenes for 
the winter months,” 

Overton admitted attempting to es- 
cape from Sheriff Puckett near where 
he was captured, because, he said, he 


: preferred to return to Huntsville with- 


out being guarded, and that he was not 
quite ready to go back home. He de- 
nied that Sheriff Puckett fired several 
shots at him while_he was trying to 
make his escape. He says that only 
one shot was fired and that he imme- 
diately surrendered. 


Suicides Followed Lawler’s Murder. 


The murder of Judge Lawler was 
one of the most sensational crimes in 
the history of Alabama. He was killed 
shortly after he had defeated Overton 
for the nomination for probate judge. 
Overton, who formerly was chief of po- 
lice of Huntsville, and at the time of 
the murder circuit court clerk of Madi- 
son county, disappeared from Hunts- 
ville June 17, on the day the body of 
Judge Lawler was found weighted 
down with iron in the Tennessee river 
Slough at Whitesburg. lt was believed 
he had been in hiding in this section 
until a short time ago. The officers 
have followed innumerable trails, but 
all have proved without result up to 
this time. 

Since Overton disappeared he has 
been indicted by the grand jury on 
the charge of murder and two others 
have been indicted as accomplices. 
They are in jail in Birmingham. 

Three days after the finding of Law- 
ler’s body, Shelby Pleasants, a Hunts- 
ville attorney, killed himself by shoot- 
ing, leaving a note saying he had noth- 
ing to do with the murder. His death 
was followed three days later by the 
suicide of Sheriff Robert Phillips, of 
Madison county, who killed himself in 
the Huntsville jail. Pleasants is thought 
to have been under an hallucination 
and connection with the crime was 
never charged against either of these 
men.

302 Trust Company of Georgia build- 
ing, and J. M. Hewitt, of the Hewitt 
Detective agency, in the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank building, charging the de- 
fendents with violating section “2025 of 
the city code of Atlanta, Ga., of 1910.”

“All persons, firms, or corporations,

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STATE CONVENTION 
WITHOUT A BOSS 


Georgia has done the unusual, and held 
a state convention without a boss. 

The convention which met in Macon yes- 
terday to nominate candidates for governor 
and statehouse offices was one of the most 
remarkable in the history of the state. It 
was remarkable chiefly from the fact that in 


A 


spite of efforts to create discord and dis- 
turbance within the party, it met and acted 
and adjourned in thorough harmony and 
good-will. - 

The only surprising feature about the 
whole gathering was the efforts in advance 
to sow discord and strife. The chief disap- 
pointment will fall to the lot of those who 
hoped to see it wind up in turmoil and con- 


tention. They left no stone unturned to 


bring it about, and undoubtedly their chief 
regret is that they could not. 

On the other hand, the proceedings of 
the Macon convention Tuesday will prove a 
source of unbounded gratification to those 
who feel that the preservation of the white 
primary in Georgia is the question of para- 
mount consideration in this state, and who 
fee] that the white people of Georgia should 
stand always together, settling their differ- 
ences among themselves and abiding with 
good grace the result. 

On the part of those who were victorious 
in the primary of September 12 there could 
have been no better evidence of the deter- 
mination to harmonize differences and ban- 
ish discord than the consideration and re- 
spect shown the presiding officer who 
opened the Macon convention. It made no 
difference that he was a member of the op- 
posing faction; rather was the treatment 
accorded him in striking contrast to that 
of conventions in the past in which has ap- 
peared, unfortunately, too often, the dispo 
sition to humiliate.

We 
have, unfortunately, had some Georgia con- 
ventions in which the motto of the victors 
was, “Put it to ‘em!” 

We sincerely trust that the day of con- 
ventions of that sort in Georgia is past and 
one; that the democratic gathering 
held in Macon shall signalize a new era in 
which the party verdict--the verdict of the 
white primary—shall be accepted within 
the ranks as the popular will without protest 
from the minority or effort on their part to 
muddy the waters and stir up strife. 

Georgia has spoken both at the polls and 
in her nominating convention. Her voice 
was positive, her speech emphatic. The 
cause of the democracy is in loyal and capa- 
ble hands; it need fear no danger but from 
the croakers. 

Convention harmony and party loyalty, 
in combination the like of which Georgia 
has seldom seen, will bring universal gratifi-- 
cation in the thought that party affairs have 
been placed in safe and certain hands,

If any one thing more than another could 
have demonstrated the absence of bossism 
or clique control of the state convention, it 
was the nomination of these judges for 
whom the delegates voted throughout the 
balloting in accordance with instructions or 
their own knowledge of the people they 
represented at home. 

Whatever of dissatisfaction there may be 
with the result cannot be attributed to the 
convention or its action, but must go back 
to the refusal of Georgia’s present consti- 
tuted authorities to give the people of the 
state the opportunity themselves to name 
these officials. 

If Mr. Dorsey’s advice had been taken 
and hig suggestion followed, this matter 
would have gone back to the people for 
their final decision, and there could have 
been no remote complaint about it. 

So that whoever may be disposed to find 
fault now with the convention result must 
at the same time admit the wisdom of Mr. 
Dorsey’s position in urging the enactment 
of the Neill bill which would have strength- 
ened the ballot box—the mouthpiece of the 
whole people—and made the will of the 
majority of Georgia’s voting citizens su- 
preme. , , 

With regard to this proposal, the demo- 
cratic convention has gone on record. It is 
part and parcel of the democratic platform 
of the state. Mr. Dorsey himself is irrevo- 
ecably committed to it. 

In future the state committee, in the 
absence of legislative enactment, is in- 
structed to maintain the supremacy of the 
county unit and to resubmit to the people 
all cases wherein no majority is secured at 
the first primary. 

This is as it should be. In future, we an- 
ticipate, the absence of a majority for any 
candidate in a particular county will mean a 
second primary in that county to determine 
who is entitled to its convention vote. 

The Macon convention has done its full 
duty. It purposes to place the electoral 
power wholly in the hands of the people, 
where it belongs. 

And Georgia voters have proven they 
know well enough how to make good use 
of it. 


WOMEN WAR WORKERS. 


A London correspondent of The New 
York Evening Mail tells of the work and 
risks taken by patriotic women who are 
keeping the factory wheels moving while 
their men are fighting at the battle fronts, 
and as to what these women have to endure 
in the munition factories the correspondent 
says: 

Seared by molten metal, blinded by 
steel shavings, with fingers snipped off 
by the machinery, English women and 
girls are paying the price of patriotism. 

Industria! accidents have not been 
diminished, despite the claim of labor ex- 
perts that women are more careful than 
men. Their inexperience is believed to 
account for many of the accidents, so the 
experts may be right in theory. But 
theory won't restore sight or knead the 
kinks out of pitifully mangled hands. 

A big shell factory in Lancashire has 
claimed its share of victims. A soldier’s 
wife is the latest worker to be seriously 
injured. Her mind wandered for a sec- 
ond from the deadly machine before her 
and the knife came down, lopping off the 
thumb, two fingers and a part of a third 
from her left hand. But she’ll be back at 
some kind of a war job when the wounds 
are healed. The workers know shells 
have to be made. 


And not only are they braving these dan- 
gers at home, but at the front, in the Red 
Cross service, they are doing the tasks of 
strong men. 

In a book entitled ‘““With Serbia in Exile,” 


by Fortier Jones, and published by The Cen- 
turv company, is this story of the work of 
an English girl in the hospital corps: 


The authoritative person who was re- 
sponsible for the proper setting up and 
taking down of the numerous tents was 
a London girl of scarcely 20. How would 
you like to see to the striking of four or 
five large tents in the dead of a freez- 
ing night, while the wind was blowing 
great guns, and the orderlies, whose lan- 
guage you could not speak, were so 
numb they would not work? How would 
you like to be held responsible for the 
placing of everything in the proper or- 
der, only to be forced to pitch the lot 
again after a sleepless ride of hours tin a 
springless cart, or perhaps spent in 
pushing an ambulance through mud- 
holes, when all the army had gone past 
and nothing remained between you and 
the enemy but a few kilometers of road? 
How would you like to subsist on black 
bread and thin soup and get so little of 
it that when meal time came you felt 
like a wolf in famine? 


This is the work of women in a war for 
which those who made it are unwilling to 
take the responsibility—for which the Chris- 
tian kaiser calls God to witness he is not 
to blame! 

And as with the women of England, so 
with those of France and Germany: They 
are among war’s greatest burden-bearers— 


| their homes desolate; their fathers, sons and 


brothers slain, or fighting in the trenches. 
And so, with perfect love and loyalty, 
they, too, strive and fight; and the mothers 
and daughters of the lands are the martyrs 
of it all!

Over One Million Dollars 
Invested in the Soath 
Ils Record of One Week 


Investments of a million and more dollars 
are represented in the past week's announce- 
ments of southern industrial activity as re- 
ported to The Manufacturers’ Record, which 
today details the numerous enterprises to 
be established and enlarged. Practically 
every avenue of endeavor looking to the de- 
velopment of the south’s natural resources 
is indicated in the reports mentioned. In 
the list are included coal mines, cotton com- 
presses, cotton seed oil mills, drainage sys- 
tems, foundry and machine plants, electric 
plants, ice factories, cold storage plants, saw 
and planing mills, hydro-electric develop- 
ments, graphite mines, lead and zinc mines, 
textile mills, woodworking plants, etc. 

The most important announcement is that 
of the Alabama Power company, Birmingham, 
which plans a $1,000,000 investment in adding 
to electric steel furnaces, altering rolling 
mills and making other improvements at the 
plant of the Anniston (Ala.) Properties com- 
pany, which it controls. There are two elec- 
tric steel furnaces at this plant, another is 
nearly complete and three are under con- 
struction. A big new corporation is the 
Rockcastle Cement and Lime company of Pine 
Hill, Ky., incorpated with $1,500,000 capital 
by Baltimore capitalists, who plan to crush 
limestone and manufacture Portland cement. 
Another large new enterprise is the Royal 
Vindicator company, of Tallapoosa, Ga., 
chartered to develop Georgia gold-mining 
properties. Two others are the Black Bayou 
Drainage District, Greenville, Miss., which has 
organized to reclaim 100,000 acres of land 
and plans to construct a $576,000 drainage 
system, and the Kissimmee Cattle company, 
Jacksonville, Fla., which has incorporated 
with $500,000 to establish a cattle ranch on 
the Kissimmee prairie. This latter enterprise 
is suggestive in connection with recent an- 
nouncements of meat-packing companies or- 
ganized in the southern states.

“The democratic state convention, repre- 
senting the expression of the white people of 
Georgia as proclaimed in the recent state pri- 
mary, hereby adopts and affirms as its decla- 
ration of principles the platform upon 
which the nominee of this convention for 
governor, Hon. Hugh M. Dorsey, went before 
the people, receiving a majority of all of the 
votes cast in the primary.

“We indorse the Neill county unit measure 
passed by both houses of the recent general 
assembly, which was vetoed by the governor, 
and we instruct the new executive committee 
to call all primary elections under its terms. 

“Recognizing the obligation of a prosper- 
ous and happy people through their govern- 
ment to insure the proper protection and care 
for those of their number who may, all other 
resources failing, become dependent upon it, 
the legislature should create a special de- 
partment or ‘board for their ‘benefit. Such 
a board should have visitorial and investigza- 
tory powers respecting dependents and de- 
fectives, and should also be charged with 
the collection and dissemination of data econ- 
cerning the treatment and prevention of pov- 
erty and the development of public welfare. 

“In almost all of the other states there are 
state boards for the performance of such du- 
ties. These tboards have proved of inesti- 
mable value in assisting the legislature and 
other branches of the government such as 
counties and cities, as well as private groups 
of citizens, desiring information and guid- 
ance in their efforts to alleviate and prevent 
distress.

Not only did the Georgia-Alabama 
Highway association and the people 
gathered here today remove these 
mountains, so to speak, by insuring a 
highway across them, but they change« 
the name of Sand mountain to Dixie 
plateau. 

It was Clarendon Davis, president of 
the Huntsville Chamber of Commerce, 
who, {n a stirring depiction of the won- 
derful resources of the hitherto Sand 
mountain section, suggested that the 
name be changed because of the more 
or less derogatory advertising effect 
of the name by which this section in 
the past has been known. 


CHANGES 
MOUNTAIN NAME. 

“This section, which is called Sand 
mountain,” said Mr. Davis, “is not in 
reality, for the most part a mountain, 
but a rich and fertile plateau. Ye* 
when people in other sections hear the 
mame Sand mountain it does not sug- 
gest this prosperous condition to them, 
but rather a mountainous waste of 
sand. The name of this section is, to 
my mind, the greatest ‘liability that 
DeKalb county, Alabama, and the ad- 
jacent territory has. I do not know 
what we might call it.” : 

Mr. Davis hesitated for a moment 
and then suggested the name of “the 
Dixie plateau.” The suggestion caught 
like wildfire and was greeted with a 
great shout from a thousand throats. 

It was immediately placed for a 
vote and the name was changed by 
the unanimous vote of 56,000 people, a 
great majority of whom live in the 
now Dixie plateau region. 

The enthusiasm for the proposed 
Georgia-Alabama highway, which was 
the name selected temporarily, was 
unbounded. From Rome fifty-five au- 
tomobiles crossed Lookout mountain 
ridge to Fort Payne, and from Hunts- 
ville practically an equal number came 
across the Dixie plateau. From all 
along the route other cars joined the 
two processions, until each arrived in 
Fort Payne with more than 100 cars. 

From Rome came the Lindale brass 
band, which gave concerts here and at 
intermediate points between here and 
Rome. 


PASS THROUGH 
FLOWER ARCHES. 

At points along the route from Rome 
to Huntsville school children lined the 
streets with flags and sang songs as 


_the highway boosters came through. 


At several points arches of goldenrod 
and wild purple asters were erected by 
the school children over the roads, and 
banners of welcome spanned the way 
in a score of places. 
The road all the way 
passable shape, even though if passes 
over Lookout ridge, 2,000 re bigh on 
one side of this place, and the Dixie 
plateau, 1,800 feet high, on the other 
side.

RETAIL MERCHANTS 
HEAR ASA CANDLER 


Mayor-Elect Insists on 
More Intimate Relations 
Between Merchants and 
Bankers—Other Speakers 
Address the Meeting. 


“Intimate relations between banker 
and merchant as a means for a méer- 
cantile firm to preserve a healthy busi- 
iness condition” were stressed by May- 
or-elect Asa G. Candler in an address 
to a large gathering of members of 
the Merchants’ Credit association last 


night at the Ansley hotel. 

The address wae described by the 
friends of Mr. Candler as “the best 
heart-to-heart talk they had heard in 
many a moon.” Not knowing what his 
subject was to have been until shortly 
before coming to the banquet hall, Mr. 
Candler just “let in,” so to speak, and 
told the boys about his subject, “The 
Attitude of the Banker and the Mer- 
chant.” 

He told the merchants and credit 
men to be honest with their bankers, to 
maintain confidential relations with 
him always. 

He gave the motto of his own bank, 
the Central Bank and Trust corpora- 
tion, as an excellent definition of the 
banker’s attitude toward the merchant. 
The motto is: “We finance any worthy 
institution, but capitalize none.” 

“Tt should be this way with all 
banks,” stated Mr. Candler. “You mer- 
chants do not want to do business with 
a bank that is using your own capital 


to finance you. When you wish to bor- 
row money you do not want to borrow 
from yourself.” 

Three Requisites. 

Mr. Candler pointed out @hat when a 
bank was on intimate relations with 
a merchant sometimes it became nec- 
essary for the merchant to have capi- 
tal to do business on. He pointed out 
three requisites on which a firm might 
be capitalized without one cent of cash 
capital, as follows: First, character, 
second, service, and, third, continuity 


of effort. 

“Many businesses in the beginning are 
operated on these three fundamentals, 
which are sufficienn to supplant the 
need of cash capital, if the banker is 
on sufficiently intimate relations with 
the merchant to Know he is running no 
risk in loaning the merchant money 
to begin operation. 

“Let your banker know what your 
stock is; let him know whatever he 
asks you; he is anxious to advise you; 
and as he is lending you money to do 
business on, he has a right to know 
something of your business. Take him 
into your confidence.” 


Thomas C. Dixon Presides. 


Thomas C. Dixon, of the Rhodes- 
Wood Furniture company, presided 
over the meeting, as well as delivering 
a speech on “Credit From the Furni- 
ture Man's Veiwpoint.” He declared 
that one man should have absolute dis- 
cretion about the credit of a firm. He 
also urged credit men to co-operate 
with one another in weeding out bad 
customers. 

W. J. McBride, of the Davison-Paxon- 
Stokes company, read a paper on 
“Credit From the Retail Store Man's 
Viewpoint.” He ovrlined the system 
of handling credits at his store, stai- 
ing that newspaper articles concerning 
their customers were clipped from day 
to day and filed away with their cus- 
tomers’ accounts and records. He point- 
ed out ghat to give quick service in 
the matter of determining to whom 
credit should be given, every member 
of the credit department should co- 
operate, and should help keep the rec- 
vrds up to date. He urged that bank- 
ers supply, the merchanas with infor- 
mation as to Whom they should cash 
checks for, stating that the merchants 
are now suffering considerably from 
cashing checks for customers. 

President W. W. Orr, in referring to 
Mr. Candler, declared that he was the 
“mental, moral and spiritual reservoir 
by which Atlanta expects to mould her 
future life.” ° 

Mr. Orr told Secretary Jennings, of 
International Rotary, who is pbere in 
preparation of the national convention 
of the Rotary next year, that every 
Atlantan would work to entertain the 
convention. 

Frederick J. Paxon introduced a reso- 
lution that the president appoint a 
committee to look into the organiza- 
tion of a credit association composed 
of credit men among the Merchants’ 
Credit association. 


Dodge County Plans 
Greatest of Fairs 
For Southern Georgia 


Eastman, Ga., September 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The Dodge County fair, October 
17 to 21, will be the largest event of 
the kind ever held in south or middle 
Georgia, according to reports here.

ADAMSON DEFENDS

Columbus, Ga., September 26.—(Spe- 
ciai.)—In an address before the mem- 
bership council of the Columbus Cham- 
ber of Commerce this afternoon, Con- 
gressman W. C. Adamson defended the 
eight-hour law, of which he was the 
author, declaring that it was some- 
thing that was bound to come; that the 
majority of the people wanted it, ana 
that the opposition to it, when it 
passed, was merely on the part of re- 
publican railroad presidents, who want- 
ed to embarrass the democratic ad- 
ministration. He declared that if the 
railroads took the law into the courts 
they would find it constitution.

BRITISH “BLACK LIST” 
REALLY A “WHITELIST” 


Sir Richard Crawford Makes 
Statement at a Luncheon 


Given by N. Y. Bankers. 


New York, September 26.—+-The so0- 
called British “black list” of American 
firms was characterized by Sir Richard 
Crawford, commercial attache of the 
British embassy at Washington as a 
“white list” at a luncheon given in 
his honor here by about fifty 
Prominent bankers and heads of in- 
dustrial corporations engaged in ex- 
port trade. He explained that the 
term “black list” had created a mis- 
understanding as to its real objects 
and told his guests what was being 
done by the British government to 
minimize the censorship of business 
mail. 

“A striking example of the rigorous 
application of the trading with the 
enemy act,” the official said, “was 
forthcoming in the case of a British 
house which was prosecuted for ob- 
taining indirect goods of enemy origin 
for the purpose of its business. In 
that case the principal of the. firm 
concerned was sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment, followed by other disa- 
bilities, including the stigma of want 
of patriotism. 

“The act immediately became a very 
‘iving and real thing to every British 
firm trading with the United States. 
The penalties, material and moral, 
were so disastrous to their existence 
and honor that there was widespread 
apprehension and uncertainty which 
threatened to disorganize the business 
of a large body of American citizens 
whose names might have aroused un- 
founded suspicions as to the neutrality 
of their transactions and interests. 

“In these circumstances the British 
government was impelled to afford 
such information to British subjects 
as- would enable them to continue to 
trade with such firms without the fear 
of bringing themselves within the 
purview of the act. After careful ex- 
amination of all the evidence before 
them the British authorities found that 
out of thousands of firms in the United 
States bearing names which might 
have caused hesitation on the part of 
the British subjects engaged in trade 
with them, only a very small propor- 
tion were, in the opinion of the Brit- 
ish government, properly to be classed 
as unneutral. The publication of these 
few names has served to remove this 
situation, and while it has enabled 
British subjects to avoid incurring 
penalties under the laws of their coun- 
try, it has at the same time relieved 
a large body of American citizens from 
the effect of unfounded suspicion; 
which might have had disastrous re- 
sults on their trading interests.” 


Washington, September 26.—The 
black list controversy and other ques- 
tions pending between this country and 
Great Britain were discussed at a con- 
ference between Secretary Lansing and 
Colville Barclay, acting charge of the 
British embassy. Both refused to dis- 
cuss détails of their talk as the sub- 
gpete taken up are still under negotia- 
tion. 


FARMER IS KILLED 
WHEN HORSES RUN 
UNDER LOW BOUGHS 


Winterville, Ga. September 26.— 
(Special.)—His neck broken by a fall 
from his wagon, James T. Johnson, 2% 
prominent farmer of this section, was 
killed almost instantly this morning. 
Johnson was driving his wagon 
through a lot on his. farm with a load 
of corn. The team became unmanage- 
able and ran, passing under some trees, 
the boughs of which caught the un- 
fortunate man under the chin, throw- 
ing him to the ground. Johnson struck 
on his head and neck, and the force 
of the fall snapped the spinal column. 

Johnson was dead when witnesses 
of the accident reached him.

When he was an infant Hart was 
taken by his parents to the plains of 
North Dakota, where until he was 16 
years of age he mingled with the red- 
skins who inhabited that region. Dur- 
ing this association he absorbed the 
habits and customs of the aborigines 
with such accuracy that he can talk 
intelligently and at great length on 
any topic relating to the Indian race. 

With this fundamental knowledge at 
his command Hart was equipped to 
undertake a performance of the role 
of Joe Elk without having to resort to 
instructions that readily would have 
been volunteered him by the Indians 
at Inceville. H.s every action in the 
piece, it is said, is in strict accord with 
the customs of the Cree tribe.

HARRY HODGSON 


NAMES DORSEY. 

Harry Hodgson, Athens, in a brief 
but spirited and eloquent address, for- 
mally placed Hugh M. Dorsey in nom- 
ination for governor. At its conclu- 
sion representatives of the three can- 
didates opposing Dorsey before the pri- 
mary election, in which the Atlanta 
man received a majority of both popu- 
lar and county unit votes, withdrew 
their candidates’ names, thus making 
Mr. Dorsey’s nomination unanimous, 
and it was marked with an outburst of 
applause excelling any other demon- 
stration with which the convention was 
punctuated. 

The ratification of the people’s pri- 
mary vote for nominees for the other 
state house officials, regardless of 
whether or not there had been an anti- 
primary contest, proved to be merely a 
matter of form and was consummated 
in .each instance without friction or 
the formality of a roll call. Most of 
the successful candidates were present 
in person and made brief speeches, 
thanking the convention and the people 
of the state for their support and the 
honor conferred. 

One of the convention rules reported 
by the committee on rules and adopt- 
ed by the convention was to the effect 
that the convention delegates place in 
nomination a man for the supreme 
court judgeship vacancy caused by the 
death of the late Judge Joseph Henry 
Lumpkin, which position is being tem- 
porarily filled by Judge Price Gilbert, 
appointed by Governor Nat E. Harris. 

This took the convention somewhat 
by surprise when the rule was read, 
and for the moment a bitter struggle 
loomed, especially since the name of 
Judge Frank Harwell, Hugh Dorsey's 
campaign manager, was placed before 
the convention in opposition to that of 
Judge Gilbert. 


HARWELL’S NAME 
NOT PRESENTED. 


No ballot was taken, however, be- 
fore H. H. Dean, the Dorsey floor lead- 
er, made a motion that Judge Harwell 
refuse to permit the use of his name 
in this connection. The motion was 
carried, and Judge Harwell, in conform- 
ity therewith, took the floor and 
in a brief address, not only withdrew 
his name, but forbade its further use 
in a connection placing him in oppo- 
sition to Judge Gilbert. 

Thus that incident was relegated to 
convention history, and the delegates 
launched upon the balloting upon the 
names of the fourteen separate aspli- 
rants to the three newly-created posi- 
tions on the appellate bencn. 

The voting resulted as follows: 

First ballot: Bloodworth, 184; 
George, 170; Luke, 112; Jenkins, 152; 
Stephens, 166; Hutcheson, 116; Grogan, 
114; Graham, 10; Jones, 22; Kimsey, 
49: Yeomans, 45; Fullbright, 80, and 
Cozart, 36. 

Second ballot, 
Jones out of the race: 
170; George, 219; Luke, 
186: Stephens, 150; Hutcheson, 
Graham, &; Kimsey, 36; Yeomans, 
Fullbright, 78; Cozart, 16. 

Third ballot, with George declared 
nominated, and Graham, Kimsey, Yeo- 
mans and Cozart out of the _ race: 
Bloodworth, 86; Luke, 228; Jenkins, 243; 
Stephens, 77; Hutcheson, 90. 

The emotions of the immense au- 
dience that filled the convention hall 
were unleashed in a fury of Acclaim 
when Hugh Dorsey, in paying férvent 
tribute to the Woodrow Wilson admin- 
istration, took occasion to ‘make a 
thrust at Senators Smith and Hardwick. 
. “It must be a source of genuine re- 
‘ gret,” he said, “to Georgians every- 
Where that our democratic president, 
Woodrow Wilson, in his efforts to sur- 
mount these difficulties, has not had 
the benefit of a more cordial and con- 
sistent support from Georgia’s repre- 
sentatives in the senate.” 

This sentence had barely been com- 
pleted when a clamorous wave of ap- 
-plausé swept downstairs and gallery, 
literally quaking the timbergvof the hall 
and lasting five minutes. Men stood on 
their feet and gave vent to splitting 
yells. Hats were flung high, and the 
women clustered along the balustrade 
of the gallery, cheered spiritedly. Dig- 
nified men of many years became boys 
again in their fervor, and took the reins 
off their voices. 

Dorsey's speech was a gem of states- 
man-like effort. It was brief, eloquent, 
pithy. He delivered it with a charac- 
teristic sincerity. 

An unrestrained demonstration greet- 
ed him as he walked down the aisle 
and as he stood upon the stand, facing 
his hearers and waiting for the ova- 
tion ¢o subside that he might begin 
his speech. 

“Il: accept the nomination,” he said 
in part, “which you, the representatives 
of the democratic party of Georgia, 
now tender me. I appreciate profound- 
ly this honor. I appreciate also that 
in the primary of September 12 a subh- 
stantial majority of my fellow Geor- 
gians designated me over three worthy 
competitors for this high distinction, 
and that the delegates here, instructed 
_in my behalf, are in sufficient majority 
to. make this nomination decisive. 

“I shall assume, if elected, the du- 
ties of the office to which I am nomi- 
nated, expecting—and I hope not in 
yain—the patriotic co-operation and 
support of all my fellow citizens— 
those who opposed my candidacy, as 
well as those who have so generously 
given me their support. 


NO PROMISES 
MADE. 


“In the conduct of my campaign no 
promises were made to any Individual 
or interest. All obligations assumed 
were to the people, and except for 
these I am absolutely free and untram- 
meled. In this connection I am par- 
ticularly gratified that I can now as- 
sert that in presenting my candidacy, 
I made no extravagant or insincere 
promise—none that are not suscepti- 
ble of accomplishment—none of which

i shall be neglectful—none that I do 
not confidently expect to redeem. 

“The campaign just terminated de- 
veloped only three questions of more 
han usual concern to our people. BY 
‘heir votes they expressed clearly their 
decision regarding each of these, and 
all should accept that result and ob- 
serve it in the utmost of good faith. 

“Our people would retain their own- 
ership of the Western & Atlantic rail- 
road, and continue the policy of leasing 
it. 
“They would enforce ° strictly our 
present laws prohibiting tne manutac- 
ture and sale of oe ah, © 2 
“The chief significance of the result 
of this recent primary election, how- 
ever, is the indorsement given the 
paramount issue of law enforcement. 

‘Unless I misinterpret its meaning, 
there is manifest a desire that tne 
constituted authorities should not be 
thwarted by any who may seek to as- 
sume the functions which our whole 
people have delegated to our courts— 
and any necessary legislation designed 
to guarantee that result in assured of 
hearty support and approval. 


NO INTERFERENCE 
WITH COURTS. 


“lnqualified approval has been given 
also to the principle that there should 
be no interference by the executive 
with the processes of the judicial 
branch of our government for mere 
political or sentimental reasons. Ana 
it is pregnant with the demand that 
there shall be no favoritism in the con- 
duct of the executive office and tnat 
insofar as lies within the power of 
that official, all laws shall be observed 
and applied impartially and completely, 
as required by the organic 1@w of our 


state. 

“Among us are some who pretend to 
believe, and are sufficiently influential 
to command a propaganda designed to 
have others uninformed conclude that 
because of this zeal of our people for 
equality under the law, Georgia is a 
spawning bed of base passion and ig- 
noble prejudice. Georgians unmistak- 
ably demand, however, that this just 
requirement of our constitution—this 
principle of natural equity and right— 
shall suffer no impairment and shall 
be observed inviolate. 


PLEDGES ALLEGIANCE 
TO WILSON. 


“As the standard bearer of our party 
in this state, I owe, and shall give, 
unqualified allegiance and support to 
the democracy o. our nation and its 
nominees. 

“All Georgians, regardless of their 
politics, appreciate the great and un- 
usual difficulties which have confront- 
ed our national leader in the course of 
his administration. 

“It must be a source of genuine re- 
gret to Georgians everywhere that our 
democratic president, Woodrow Wilson, 
in his efforts to surmount these dif- 
ficulties has not had the benefit of a 
more cordial and consistent support 
from Georgia’s representatives in the 
upper branch of congress. 

“The governorship carries with it re- 
sponsibilitiegs commensurate with the 
honor, and I! realize fully that whatever 
credit I can anticipate must be meas- 
ured by the fidelity with which these 
responsibilities are met. 

“While no one can pledge infalli- 
bility, I would be wholly unworthy of 
the confidence reposed in me if I should 
accept this nomination with anything 
short of a fixed determination to render 
our whole people as their chief execu- 
tive the most faithful and _ efficient 
service of which I am capable. 

“During the tenure of my office I 
purpose to seek inspiration from the 
same sources from which I drew my 
support in this campaign—not from pol- 
iticians, but from the people. 

“I shall permit myself to indulge no 
thought other than that I may give our 
commonwealth an administration which 
Shall be productive of blessings to our 
people, ~which shall continue to com- 
mand the respect of all just people at 
home and abroad and prove worthy ofr 
oll agg traditions of our glorious 
past.” 


DRAMATIC 
INGIDENTS. 


Dorsey’s speech of acceptance came 
shortly after the 45-minute recess at 
lunch, at the close of a successive se- 
ries of dramatic incidents. -Fellowing 
the brilliant nominating, address by 
Harry Hodgson; 6f Athens, John Boi- 
feuillet, one of the most active figures 
in Governor Harris’ campaign, rose 
from the floor to extend the olive 
branch in a glowing speech of fellow- 
ship: 

Miwwertint Harris’ office,”” he said, 
“has been replete with great duties, 
and he performed his labors in noble 
fashion, and discharged in full his 
trust. Sense of duty has been his 
guide—his principle has been to act 
right, regardless of personal feeling 
or pressure. 

“By his teachings and examples he 
has started many on the path of recti- 
tude.

hand of good-will and support. 

“Our forces desire to shake the hand 
of the illustrious man who is soon. to 
become our standard-bearer, and to ex- 
tend to him our best feelings and as- 
surance of support. In behalf of the 
few counties my friend, Mr. Pottle, 
carried, I come to accept Hugh Dorsey 
and ask that his nomination be made 
ee by this democratic conven- 
tion. - 


NOMINATION 
IS UNANIMOUS. 


At this point Chairman Flynt said: 

“The name of Hugh Dorsey has been 
put into a nomination and seconded. 
Those in approval make it known by 
eaying aye!” 

There was a hurricane of voices. 

“Those disapproving. no!” 

A pin'’s descent could have. been 


heard. 

A committee on notification was then 
appointed to visit Dorsey at the Hotel 
Lanier, and accompany him to the 
eonvention hall. It was composed of 
Harry Hodgson, J. J. Anderson, chaltir-

and John T. Porsey. 


CONVENTION 
CALLED TO ORDER. 


The convention was called to order 
by Judge E. Reagan, the retiring 
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chairman. Prayer was offered by the 
Rev. F. Douglas. The capacious city 
auditorium was crowded to the bal- 
eonies, the faces of many women ap- 
pearing on the upper tier of seats. 

A tense silence reigned over

Increase Shown in World's 
Available Wheat Stock 
Caused Setback in Prices. 
Corn and Oats Show Slight 
Decline. 


Chicago, September 26.—Substantia 
enlargement shown in the world's 
available wheat stock led to a setback 
today in wheat prices here. The mar- 
ket closed heavy, % to 1 cent net 
lower, with December at $1.54% and 
May at $1.54%. Corn fiinished um- 
changed to % cent down, oats off % to 
%@% cent, and provisions at a decline 
of 12% to 60 cents, 

Notwithstanding that wheat devel- 
oped fresh strength during the first 
half of the session, the market later 
was unable to resist the weight of of- 
ferings which were precipitated by as- 
sertions that the world supply was.the 
largest ever known at this season. The 
available stock total had increased 
1,723,000 bushels as compared with last 
week, and was nearly 89,000,000 bush- 
els more than was the case a year ago. 
In the selling that followed the an- 
nouncement of these figures, shorts as 
well as longs took a free hand, leaving 
the market in the end at nearly the 
lowest of the day. lLeadin Chicago 
interests were said to have Deen con- 
spicuous in the short selling, whereas 
Wall street concerns were reported as 
having realized to a notable extent.on 
a 

Previous to the setback in wheat 
prices, the market was bullishly affect- 
ed by news that British flour millers 
had resumed work and that the Argen- 
tina drought was becoming more sé- 
rious. Buying was also temporarily 
encouraged owing to reports of ex- 
cessive rains interfering with thresh- 
ers in Canada. All such factors, how- 
ever, seemed to be virtually lost sight 
of when subsequently the bears at- 
tained control. 

Corn prices were governed largely 
by the action of wheat. Reports that 
the drought in Argentina was causing 
delay to planting and germination 
failed to have any lasting effect on 
the market. 

Oats, like wheat, were bearishly in- 
fluenced by reports of increasing 
stocks.

TWO BRITISH OFFICERS 
HELD AT ELLIS ISLAND 


Question of Admitting Them 
Up to Washington—May 
Establish Precedent. 


New York, September 26.—/Major Ar- 
thur S. Humphreys and Lieutenant 
Hugh Levick, Jr., British army officers, 
detained at Ellis island under a recent 
order from Washington to the’ immi- 
gration authorities to hold soldiers of 
belligerent countries attempting to en- 
ter the United States, were taken be- 
fore a special board of inquiry here 
today and a report of the evidence was 
sent to Washington. 

In addition to the inquiries ordina- 
rily addressed to immigrants, the offi- 
cers were asked questions to estab- 
lish that they are still members of the 
British army and as to their destina- 
tion, which they said was Canada. 
Pending the arrival of the decision in 
their cases, which was asked for im- 
mediately by Immigration Commis- 
sioner ‘Howe, they were given the freo-. 
dom of gEllis island, and quartered in 
the commissioner’s own rooms. (Majer 
Humphreys is accompanied ‘by his wife 
and she is held with him. 


Order From Washington. 


Commissioner Howe was shown a 
dispatch from Washington saying that 
it was stated both at the state de- 
partment and immigration bureau that 


detain officers or men of European 
armies arriving at American ports, 

“We are in receipt from the bureau 
of immigration at Washington,” the 
commissioner said, “of a communica- 
tion directing us, in the case of any 
alien who served in the forces of any 
of the belligerent countries seeking 
admission to ¢he country, to ascertain 
whether they have been discharged 
from the army of the belligerent coun- 
try and whether they are destined to 
some point in this country or are pass- 
ing through to Canada, and that if i¢ 
is found they have not been discharged 
or are passing through this country to 
Canada the matter should be brought 
to the attention of the bureau of im- 
migration. 

“In these special cases the board of 
special inquiry examined Major Hum- 
phreys and Lieutenant Levick and 
found that action upon them should 
be deferred.

TD: ATLANTA PRISON 


William Butler Confesses He 
Aided in Robbing Mrs. 


Klipper. 


New York, September 26.—William 
Butler, chief figure in the country- 
wide blackmailing conspiracy under in- 
vestigation in several cities, today 
Pleaded guilty to swindling Mrs. Regina 
Klipper, of Philadelphia. He was at 
once sentenced to eighteen months im- 
prisonment in the Atlanta penitentiary. 

Butler was brought here today from 
Philadelphia for arraignment. He was 
accused of blackmailing Mrs. Klippe: 
at an up-town hotel here in April last 
under the guise of being a special 
agent of the department of justice. 

Butler is the first of the alleged 
blackmailers to get a prison sentence. 
They are accused of operating in va- 
rious cities with many persons of 
wealth as their victims, using tne 
Mann white slave act as a means of 
blackmail. 

Butler wae first arrested in Philadel- 
phia, January, last, on the charge of 
having attempted to extort $8,000 from 
Mrs. J. Bolton Winpenny, a wealthy 
resigent of that city, for the suppres- 
sion of a fictitious “white slave’ com- 
plaint against her son, Marshall Win- 
penny. This charge fell through on 
the death of Mrs. Winpenny three 
weeks ago. 

Besides Butler the indictment re- 
turned in the Klipper case names Frank 
Crocker, Arthur L: David, George Ir- 
win and Ed@ward Donahue. The latter 
is now under arrest in Chicago charged 
with being concerned in the recent kid- 
napping of Mrs. Klipper from Philadel- 
phia to Montreal for the purpose of ob- 
structing justice in the trial of Irwin. 
David, also known as Don Collins, is 
serving a term in the federal prison 
at Atlanta for using the mails to de- 
fraud. 

Butler pleaded guilty to the conspir- 
acy count of the indictment and was 
told by Federal Prosecutor Knox that 
it would not relieve him from prose- 
cution on other counts or indictments 
yet to be found in the blackmailing 
cases. 


DECISIVE VICTORY WON 
“BY KNOTT OVER CATTS 


Florida Supreme Court Prac- 
tically Settles Contest for 
Gubernatorial Nomination. 


Tallahassee, Fla., September 26.—W. 
V. Knott, present holder of the demo- 
cratic certificate of nomination for 
governor of Florida, won a decisive 
victory over Sidney J. Catts before the 
supreme court today. The cour de- 
cided thas the circuit court of Alachua 
county is of competent jurisdiction and 
that the writ of the latter court di- 
recting a recount of the vote for gov- 
ernor in every precinct of the county 
had vriority over the peremptory writ 
grapnaed by the supreme court to coun’ 
the vote.of pecinct No. 3 in that county. 
The recount of the vote of the whole 
county will now proceed. 

In the contempt proceedings against 
Percy S. Hayes, editor of The Pensa- 
cola Journal, and Bryan Mack, staff 
representative of The News during the 
Knott-Catts controversy before the su- 
preme court last week, both men de- 
murred' today. 

Counsel for the men declared that 
the case would decide what rights ine 
courts and the people have in such 
matters for all time and what free 
speech and free press meant in Florida. 

Catts Makes a Gain. 

Jacksonville, Fla., September 26.— 
For the first time since the recounts in 
the various counties of the state in 
connection with the contest proceed- 
ings instituted by W. V. Knott, can- 
didate for governor, Sidney J. Catts 
made a perceptible gain today in a 
county in which Knott had started the 
proceedings. <A recount of the vote 
for governor in six of fifteen precincts 
of Dade county gave Catts fourteen 
more votes than Knott gained. 

Recounts are also proceeding today 
in Marion and:+Alachua counties. Thir- 
teen precincts recounted in Alachua 
county gave Knott a gain of twenty- 
one votes. Knott gained nineteen votes 
in eight precincts in Marion county 
today. 

Deducting Catts’ gain in Dade, Knott 
stands forty votes in the lead today. 


PARKER WILL OPPOSE 
ELECTION OF HUGHES 


New Orleans, September 26.—John M, 
Parker, progressive nominee for vice 
president, announced today he will open 
his speaking tour in the present cam- 
paign at Cleveland, Ohio, the night of 
October 7. He then will visit several 
smaller Ohio cities, not yet definitely 
determined, and on October 10 will 
speak in Cincinnati. ‘He has arranged 
to speak at various points in New York 
state from October 12 to 16 and on 
the 18th will address a meeting in 
Faneuil hall, Boston. 

Mr. Parker said that in his speeches 
he will urge maintenance of the pro- 
gressive party organization and its 
principles, will discuss the Adamson 
eight-hour law and questions of gov- 
ernmental policy from the progressive 
standpoint, and will reserve the right 
to criticise either or both presidential 
candidates of the dominant parties.
